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granted ombroiderod bod and table linen, and mural 
paintinga, and private oars, and gold plate. At first 
it bad seemed to him strange to bo waited upon by 
a white woman, and by a white man quite unthinkabio ; 
but ho was becoming accustomed to having silent 
and expressionless laolcoys ovorywhero about him, 
attending to his slightest want. So ho presumed that 
if ho waited long onough, ho might oven get used to- 
horses which had thoir tails cut off to stumps, and 
their mano.s to row.s of bristles, and which had been 
taught to lift thoir foot in strange and eccentric ways, 
and wore driven with burred bits in their mouths to 
torture thorn and make thorn stop lively. 

Tlioro wore road-horsos, coacli-liorscs, saddlo-Iiorsos 
and huntora, polo-ponios, stud-honsos — every kind of 
horso that is used for ploasuro, over a luuulred different 
"classes” of thorn, They woro put through their 
paces about tiro ring, and there was a committee which 
judged thorn, and awarded blue and red ribbons.

However, tho horse was really a small part of this 
show ; before one had sat out an affcornoon ho realized 
that tho function was in , reality a show of Society. 
For six or seven hours during tho day tho broad 
promonadfl would bo so packed with human beings 
that one moved about with difficulty ; and this throng 
gazed towards tlio ring almost never — it stared up into

It was a groat dress parade of society women. One 
who wislied to play a proper part in it would spend at 
least ton tliouaand dollara upon her costumes for the 
week. It was nccoasary to have a different gown for 
the afternoon and evening of each day ; and some, 
who wore adopts at quick changes and were proud 
of it, would wear throe or four a day, and so need a 
oouplo of dozen gowns for tlio show. And of oourso 
tlioro had to be hats and sltoes and gloves to match. 
There would bo robos of priceless fur hung carelessly 
over the balcony to make a sotting ; and in tlio evenihg 
there would bo pyrotochnical displays of jewels. 
Mrs. Virginia Landis wore a pair of simple poarl ear- 
rings, which she told tlio roportors had cost twenty 
thousand dollars ; and there wore* two women who 
displayed four hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
diamonds—and each of thorn had hired a dotectivo 
to hover about in the crowd and keep watch over 
lier !

And t!ie yoiijjgnr aids (wm^d no nioro 
about anyone-- m»r alauit imytliing iiinler heavon, 
Have to have a good lime in tlndr own luii'iim-wsarum 
wayH, in Mte (»ld daya one alwayu received a neatly- 
written or engraved invitation !«> dinmu*, worded in 
unperHonal inid formal atyh' ; imt 1-he oilier day Mrs. 
Aldeu luid found a meiiHage wiiieh had Inam takon 
from the telepliono : “ VleaHe eome to dinner, Imt don’t 
enme iinleHH you can hiiiig a num, or we’ll he thirteen 
at tile table." 

Ami along with tliia went a perfeidiy ineredlblo 
ineviMise in luxury ami extravagance. "You aro 
HUV]n‘iHed at what you ace here lo-day," naid ulio— 
" hut tak(' my word for it. if you wi're to come haolc 
fiv(' yeavrt later, you’d liiid all onr pj'eamit utandards 
anti(|uati'd, and our prenent iiaee-maki'ru Heut to tho ' 
rear. You’d 11ml new holela and thmitreH opening, 
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and food and clotliing and furniture that coat twioo 
as muoli as they cost now. Not so long ago a private 
car was a luxury ; now it’s as muoli a necessity as an 
opora-box oi’ a private ball-room, and people who really 
count have private trains. I can remember wlien our 
girls wore pretty mnsUn gomis in summer, and sent 
them to wash ; now they wear what tliey call Ungeria 
gowns, dimity en princesse, with silk embroidery and 
real laco and ribbons, that cost a thousand dollars 
apiece and won’t wash. Years ago wJien I gave a 
dinner, I invited a dozen friends, and my own chef 
cooked it and my own servants served it. Now I 
liavn^ to pay my steward ton thousand a year, and 
nothing that I have is good* enough. I have to ask 
forty or lifty poo])lo, and I call in a catoror, and ho 
brings everything of Ids own, and my servants go off 
and got drunk. You used to. got a good dinner for 
ten dollars a plate, and (iftcon was something special ; 
but now you hoar of dinners that cost a thousand a 
plate ! And it s not enough to liavo beautiful flowers 
on tlio tabhi— you liave to have ‘ scenery ’ ; tliere 
must be a rural landscape for a background, and gold- 
fish in the finger-bowls, and five thousand dollars’ 
worth of Idorida orchids on the table, and floral favours 
of roses that cost a hundred and fifty dollars a dozen, 

I attended a dinner at the Waldorf last year tliat had 
cost fifty thousand dollars ; and when I ask those 
people to SCO mo, I have to giro them as good as I got. 
Tlio otlior day I paid a tlioiisand dollars for a talile- 
oloth !”

You 
can flguro that a man wlio j>ayH ton tliouHand a year 
for vont Ih paying fifty thouHanil to livo ; and there’s 
l^fth Avonuo --two inil^sw of it, if you oouut tin* uptown 
and dowiitown parte ; and thoro’o Madieon Avenue, 
and half a dozon Uouhoh adjoining on ovory Hide street ; 
and th(»u thoro aro tlm iiotolH and apartnumt houses, to 
say nothing of th(» VV«»Ht Wide and RivorHid(» Drive. 
And you moot thoao niohn of peophj in tho shops and 
tho hotels and tho thoatros, and tln^y all want to bo 
bettor dressed than you. I saw a wojnan lioro to-day 
that I novor saw in my life iioforcs and I heard her say 
she’d paid two thousand dollars for a laoo hamlkoroliiof ; 
and it might have boon true, for Tvo boon asked to 
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pay ton tliousand for a lace shawl at a bargain. It’s a 
oominon enough thing to see a woman walking on 
Fifth Avonuo with twenty or thirty thousand dollars’ 
worth of furs on her. Fifty thousand is often paid for 
a coat of sable, and I know of one that cost two 
hundred thousand. I know women who have a dozen 
sots of furs— ermine, ohinchilla, black fox, baby lamb, 
and minlt; and sable ; and I know a man whose ohaufEour 
quit him because ho wouldn’t buy him a ten-thousand- 
dollar fur coat ! And onco people used to pack their 
furs away and take oare of them ; but now they wear 
thorn about the stroot, or at tho soa-slioro, and you 
can fairly see thonr fade. Or olso their cut goes out of 
fashion, and ho they have to have now ones !” 

All that was material for thought. It was all true — 
there was no question about that. It seemed to be tlio 
rule that wlionever you questioned a tale of tho extrava- 
gances of Now York, you would hoar tho next day of 
somothing several times more startling. Montague 
was stUggorod at the idea of a two-hundrod-thousand- 
dollar fur coat ; and yet not long afterward there 
arrived in tho city a titled Englishwoman, who owned 
a oout worth a million dollars, whioh hard-hoadod 
insurance companies had insured for half a million.

It ai)pcarcd tluit (Hiarlio was ono of tluj “gilded 
youtlm " of tlm 'IkMulerloin, whoH(» <^'iph»itH had boon 
c(debrated in the paporu. And afti'i' tho attendants 
iuul buiulied him oil U» hod, neveral of tlm nn'ii gatliorcd 
about tlio lire and Hi])p(?d hot jnuieh, and reliearsed for 
MontaginrV benefit Houm of bin leading exploits, 

Oharlio was only twt>uty"thr(S!, it Heenusl ; and wlion 
lio was ten Ida father had died and h'fi eight or ton 
millions in trust fur him, in tho (uire of a ]M)or, foolislr 
ainU wluuu he twisted abont his linger. At tlie age of 
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twelve ho was a cigarette fiend, and had the run of the 
wine-cellar. When ho wont to a rich private school 
ho took whole trunks full of cigarottoa with him, and 
finally ran away to Europe, to acquire the learning of 
the brothels of Paris. And then he came home and 
struck the Tondorloin ; and at throe o’clock one morn- 
ing ho walked through a plate-glass window, and so 
the newspapers took him up. That , had suddenly 
opened a now vista in life for Charlie—he became a 
devotee of fame ; overywhore ho went ho was fol- 
lowed by newspaper roporters and a staring crowd. 
Ho oarried wads as big round ns his arm, and gave 
away hundrod-doUar tips to bootblacks, and lost 
forty thousand dollars in a game of poker. He gave 
a fete to the demi-monda, with a jewelled Christmas 
tree in midsummer, and fifty thousand dollars’ worth 
of splendour. But the greatest stroke of all was the 
annoiincomont that ho was going to build a submarine 
yacht and fill it witii chorus-girls I — Now Charlie had 
sunk out of public attention, and liis friends would not 
see him for days ; lie would be lying in a “ sporting 
bouse ” literally wallowing in champagne. 

And all this, Montague realized, lus brother must 
have known ! And ho hod said not a word about it 
— booauso of the eight or ton millions which Charlie 
would have when he was tAVonty-fivo !

(lomn'al IVtailioo and Inn wifo had ojmnocl thoir 
town-houKo, and liatl Invitotl thoin It) iliunor and to 
«liai'o Mndr box ; and ho at about ludf -paHt nino o’olook 
Montaguo found hinwidf w^atiMl in a grajd. ))ahiony of 
tho Hlmpts of a horHCHlioti, with Htvvi>i'td Inmdrt'd of tho 
riohoHt poopio in Mu' tdty. 'Phi'i’o wan anothor ilor 
of boxoH abovo, and thmik gidlorh^s abovo that, and a, 
thouHand or moro pttoiilo Houtod and Htauding bolow 
him, Upon tho big thorn whh an olahorato and ’ 
showy play, tho worda of wliioh worn Hiuig to tho 
utKioinpanimont of an orohoHt.ra. 

Now Montngiio had iiovor hoard an ojauvi, and ho 
was fond of nniHio. 'I'ho Hotamd not liad jiint hogmv 
wlum ho oamo in, and all throuKh it ho Hiit rpiito' 
spoUliouiul, ItHtoning to tho nuwl, raviMhiug straina ; 
that ovor ho had hoard in hia life. Ifo tjoaiMady noticed ■ 
that Mrs, l*ri*ntioi< waa Hpondlng ln>r tlnn* studying : 
tho oooupautrt of tho otlior littxoa through a jowollod . 
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lorgnetfco, or that Oliver was chattering to her 
daughter. ° 

But after the act was over, Oliver got liim alone 
outside the box, and , whispered, “ Eor God's sake, 
Allan, don t make a fool of yourself.” 

‘I Why, what’s the matter ?” asked the other. 

“ What will people thinlc,” exolaimod Oliver, “ seeing 
you sitting there like a man in a dope dream ?” 

“Why,” laughed the other, “they’ll think I’m 
listening to tho rnusio.” 

To wliitth Oliver responded, “ Pebplo don’t come 
to tho Opera to listen to tho musio.” 

This sounded like a joke, but it was not. To Society 
the Opera was a groat state function, an oxliibition of 
more exolusivonnas and raagnificonoo tlian the 
Horae Show ; and Society certainly had the riglit to 
say, for it owned the opera-house and ran it. The 
real musio-loyors who oamo, either stood up in tlie 
back, or sat in tho fiftli gallery, close to tho coiling 
whore tho air waa foul and liot. How much Society 
cared about the play was sufficiently indioatod by tho 
fact that all of tho operas wore sung in foreign lan- 
guages, and sung so oaroloasly that tho few who under- 
stood tho languages oould make but little of tho 
words. Once there was a world-poet who devoted his 
life to trying to make tho Opera an art ; and in tho 
battle with Society ho all but starved- to death. Now, 
after Imlf a century, his genius had triumphed, and 
Society consented to sit for hours in darkness and listen 
to tho domostio disputes of Gorman gods and god- 
desses. But what Society really oared for was a play 
with beautiful oostuinos and soonory and dancing, 
and pretty songs to whioh one could listen while one 
talked ; tho story must bo elemental and passionate, 
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flo tliaii ono oould uiidovHtand if- i?\ panfniiiiiuo aay 

tlio tragid lovo of a boaufifiil aiul noblo-miiulod ooiivto- 
mtn for a gallauf young man of fashion. 

Noai'ly avory niio who aamo to fho ()])oi'a had a glass, 
by nuiaUK of wliioh ho o<inld ]>ring naoli govgonusly- 
olad Hooiol.y damn aloao to him, and al-udy hov at 
loiKm‘(\. Thorn worn aaid to lai two linndnal million 
dolIai'H’ worth of diamonds in Now Yorlc, and thoso 
that wtn'o not in tho Htoi'iw W(«n^ v(»ry a)>l» to liii at this 
show ; for lioro waa whom tlnsy oo\dd aiaioinjilish tho 
purpoHo for which t.h(»y oxiatod hi'i’(' was whom nil 
tln^ world (nimo to Htaro at thoin. 'I’horo worn nino 
promiiu'nt .Society women, who among tlnnn displayod 
(ivo million diillara’ wortlj of jowtds. You would roo 
H t()ma(du'rH whiidi looktal lilc(' a piooo of n. imat of mail, 
ai\d worn imwlo wholly of hlayirigdiamoiubi. You would 
Hm cmcrahlH and ruliios aiui (liamonds and jxiarlH mado 
in tiaruH - -that ia to nay, imitation crownn and ooronctBi 
— and (’xhihitod with a Htont and Holmnn dowager for 
a podimont. Ono of tho VValliiigH Inid not tluH fatthiou, 
and now ovory »mo of imjjorlaimo wor(» tluuu. Ono 
lady to whom Montaguo wan inirodiiood mado a 
Hpi'uiality of poarlH-- two Idack ))oarl oar-ringH at forty 
tliouHand thdlara, u Hiring at thn'o hinulrod tliouHand, 
a brooch of pink poarln at (ifl.y Mioimaiul, and two 
imohhuJCH at a (piartor of a million each ! 

TIiIh inooKHiint ropj^tition of thi' ju'im'.s of tilings 
came to Koom vory Hordid ; but Montugim himul tlmt: 
there wuu no getting away from it. 'Pho pooplo in: 
Society who paid thoHo prhu'H affcoiod to lie aliovo! 
all such oonHidcratioiiH, to Im intori'Htixl only in tho; 
beauty and artiHtio oxuolloncc of tho thingH thmuHclvos ; : 
hut imo found that they alwaya tallccd about tlio; 
prieea whioli other people bad paid, and that fiomcllo^Yi 
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ofchor people always knew what they had paid. They 
took care also to see that the public and the news- 
papers know what they had paid,- and know every- 
thing else that they were doing. At this Opera, for 
instance, there was a diagram of the boxes printed 
upon the programnio, and a list of all the box-holders, 
so that anyone could tell who was who. You might 
see these groat dames in their gorgeous robes coming 
from their carriages, witli crowds staring at them and 
detectives hovering about. And the bosom of each 
would be throbbing with a wild and wonderful vision 
of the moment when slie would enter her box, and the 
music would bo forgotten, and all eyes would be 
turned upon her ; and she would lay aside her wraps, 
and flash upon the staring throngs, a vision of dazzling 
splendour. 

Some of those jewels were family treasures, well 
known^ to Now York for generations ; and in such 
oases ^ it was becoming the fashion to leave the 
real jewels in the safe-deposit vault, and to wear 
imitation stoned exactly like them. Prom homes 
whore tlio jewels were kept, detectives wore never 
absent, and in many oases there wore dotoctivos 
watching tlio dotoctivos ; and yet every once in a 
while the newspapers would bo full of a sensational 
story of a robbery. Then the unfortunates wlio 
chanced to bo suspected would bo seized by the 
police and subjected to what was jocularly termed 
the “third degree,” and consisted of tortures as 
elaborate and cruel as any which the Spanish 
Inquisition had invented. The advei’tising value of 
this kind of thing was found to bo so groat that famous 
actresses also had costly jewels, and now and, then 
would have thorn stolon.

met him at otluu* piioplo’a Iiouhi'M. And to tliin MoU’ 
tiifj;ue had to anHoiit. 

(General IVentieo hail iiujnired kindly as to what 
Monta^pm tiad ueen in Now York, and how ho wao 
j'ettini' along. Mo added that ho luul talked about 
him to elndgo ICllin, and that wiion lie wan ready to 
get to W’ork, the ifiulgn would porliapH luive aomo 
HUgge.stioiiH to make to him. Ho apiiroved, however, 
of Montague’H plan of getting Iuh hearingH ilrnt ; ami 
Haul that he would Introdnee him and put him up at 
u eouple of the leading elulm. 

All Him romaiued in Montagiie’H mind ; luit thoro 
wan 111) imo trying to think of it, at Hie moment. 
M'hankMgiving wtw at hand, and in eountleHH oouiitry 
inaimioim there would ho gaielieH unihu’ way. Bortio 
Htuyvimaut luul jilaimml an exmirMioii lo Iuh Adiron- 
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daok camp, and luid invited a score or so of young 
people, including the Montagues. This would bo a 
now feature of the city’s life, worth knowing about. 

Their expedition began with a thoatro-party. 
Bertie had engaged four boxes, and they mot there, 
an hour or so after the performance had begun. Tins 
made no dilforoneo, however, for the play was like the 
opora — a numbor of songs and dances strung together, 
and with only plot onougii to provide occasion for 
olaboratc scenery and oostiimos. From tho play they 
wore carried to the Grand Central Station, and a little 
boforo midnight Bortio’s private train sot out on its 
journey. 

This train was a complotoly equipped hotel. There 
was a baggage compartment and a dining-car and 
kitchen ; and a drawing-rooni and library-oar ; and a 
bedroom-oar— not witli berths, aucli as tlio ordinary 
fllooping-car jn’ovidos, but with comfortable bedrooms, 
furnisluxl in white maliogany, and i>rovidod with 
running water and olcotric light.

Bortio InniKolf Imd only 
lieon boro twioo, bo Hai<l. Tbo door worn ho plentiful 
that in tlio wiutor tlioy died in hooi’oh. Novnrtholosa 
thoro W('ro thirty ganm-koi'])oiH to guard tho ton thou-: 
Hand aoroK of foroHt, and piNwont anyono’n hunting in 
it. 'I'lioro worn many huoIi “ ju’oHf'rvoH " in this Adiroii- 
daok wildornoHH, ho Montaguo was told ; ono man had 
a wliolo mountain fonood aboiit with luiavy iron rail-! 
ing, and iiad mooHo and tdlc mid ovon wild boar insido. 
And as for tho “ t‘am|m,” tlioro wore ho many that a 
now Htylo of arolutooluro had Inam dovolopod hovo— ; 
to Hay nothing (d tlumo whioli followed old HtyloH, liko 
thiH iuiportoii Uhinu oantlo. Omi of Bmdio’H crowd 
had a big Swihh ohalot ; and ono of tho Wallings had 
a dapauoHo pabum to wliioli ho oamo ovory August—a 
houHo whieli lia<l boon built from jdanH drawn in Japan, 
and by labouriWH imported esjaioially from Japan. It 
wuH full of .Tapammo ware furjiituro, tapeHliy, and 
inosaioH ; and tbo guidoH remomlmved with wonder 
tlio Htwngo Hilont, brown-Hkiuued little men who' 
luvd lalmurisd for dayw at carving a bib of wood, 
and had built a tiny pagoda-liko tea-liouso with 
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more bite of wood iri it than a man could count in 
a week. 

They had a lunolicoii of fresh venison and partridges 
and trout, and in tlie afternoon a hunt. The more 
active sot out to track the doer in the snow ; but most 
prepared to watcli tlio lalco-shoro, while the game- 
keepers turned loose the dogs back in the hills. This 
“ hounding ” was against the law, but Bertie was his 
own law liero — and at the worst thei'o could simply 
bo a small fine, imposed upon some of the keepers. 
They drove eight or ton door to water ; and as they 
fired as many as twenty shots at one deer, they had 
quite a lively time. IMion at dusk they came back, 
in a fine glow of oxoitomont, and spent the evening 
before the blazing logs, tolling over their adventures. 

The party spent two days and a half liero, and on 
the last evening, wluoh was Thanksgiving, tliey had 
a wild turkey which Bertie'' had shot the week before 
in Virginia, and wore ontortainod by a minstrel show 
which had boon brought up from Now Yorlc the niglit 
before. Tlio next afternoon they drove back to the 
train., 

In tho morning, when they reached the city, Alice 
found a note from Mrs. Winnie Duval, bogging her 
and Montague to come to lunch and attend a private 
leoture by the Swami Babubanana, who would toll 
them all about tho previous states of their souls. They 
went — though not without a iirofcest from old Mrs. 
Montague, who declared it was "worse than Bob 
Ingorsoll.” 

And then, in tho evening, oamo Mrs. de Graffom"^'^’" 
opening entertainment, whioh was one of the 
events of tho social year. In the general rush 
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M()nta/^m< hml not luul a chaiKso iiropdi'ly l,o voalizo it • 
hut Udggio Mann and Mrn, do (}rafTonri(!d liad boon 
^’(U’kiiig ov<u’ it for w<MdcH, Wlion Mi(i Montaguos 
aiTivod, tlmy f«nmd Mh' Uiv{'i'Hi(l{( niauHiou — which 
wiiH (lo(5(»vato<l in imitation of an Ai‘jil)ian palaco— ■ 
tiiniod into a jiinglo tro|)i<!al idantH. 

M'lioy iiad ooim' oarly at lloggio’n ro((U(mt, and ho 
inti'oduood thorn to Mm. do (InilTonrutd, a tall and 
angular latly with a loatlioni (!omj)l(uv:ion painfully 
paiut('.d ; Mm. d(» (IralVonriod wan about fifty years 
of ag(', but lilo) all tlu' wonum of Hooioty hIio was 
nuulo up for thirty, dnut at immcuit thor(^ worn beads 
of porupiration u]>on hor foroluuu! ; uomothing liad 
gone wrong at tho hint moiuont, and ho lloggio would 
liavo lUJ tiino to nhow thmu fbo I'avourH, an ho had 
intemhid. 

About a hundnul and fifty gnoHlu woni invited to 
tluH out<u’tainmont. A Hn)>i>or wum luu'vod at littloi 
iabloH in thognHit ball-room, and afiiu'ward the guests 
wandorijd about tho houHo wbih» tho tables wore! 
whisked out of tlio way and the room turned into a 
play-houso. A eompany from oim of tho Mroadway 
theatnm would bo Imndlod info oabs at Mu' end of tho 
performanoo, and by miilnight they would bo ready 
to r(»p(Uit tho porformanoi> at Mrs. do (IralTenried’s. 
Montague ohamutd to Iu^ lusir wht'U Ihin eompany 
arrived, and lu» observed tliat tho gnestu Imd (u-owded 
up ton eloso, and not loft room onougli for tlu' aetors. ; 
fHo the manager had plaeod thorn in a little ante-room, 
and wlum Mr«. do (Iralbuiried obiierved this, sho 
i’iinIuhI at the man, and swori' at him like a dragoon, 
and ordered tim bewildered perforjinu’s out into tho 
)nain room. 

But tUia wiVH xMsering heliind tho hck'Uoh, and ho was ; 
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supposed to 1)0 watching the play. The ontertainraent 
was anothor “ musical comedy ” liko the one he had 
seen a few niglits before. On that occasion, however, 
Bertie Stuyvosant’S sister had talked to him the whole 
time, while now ho was lot alone, and had a chance to 
watch the performance. 

This was a very popular jday ; it had had a long 
run, and tlio papers told how its author had an income 
of a couple of hundred thousand dollars a year. And 
here was an audience of the most rich and influential 
people in the city ; and they laughed and clapped, and 
jnade it oloar that they were enjoying thcmsolvos 
heartily. And what sort of a play was it ? 

It was called “ Tiio Kaliph of Kainskatka.” It had 
no shred of a plot ; the Kaliph had sovontoon wives, 
and there was an American drummer who wanted to 
sell him another — but tlioii you did not need to ro- 
mombor tliis, for nothing came of it. There was 
ncftlUng in the play which could bo oalled a clmractor 

there was nothing wliich could bo connected with 
any real emotion ever felt by Imman beings. Nor 
could one say that there was any incident— at least 
nothing happened because of anything else. Each 
event was a separate thing, liko the spasmodio jerking 
in the face of an idiot. Of this sort of " action ” there 
was any quantity — at an instant’s notice every one 
on the stage would fall simultaneously into this con- 
dition of idiotic jerking. There was rushing about, 
shouting, laughing, oxolaiming ; the stage was in a 
continual uproar of excitement, which was without 
any reason or meaning. So it wtw impossible to think 
of the actors in their parts ; one kojit thinking of them 
as human beings — thinking of the awful tragedy of 
full-grown men and women being oompelled by the 
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proHBuro of hunger to droHH uj) and ])aint UumisolveR, 
and then oome out in and daiuio, Htainp, leap 

about, wring thoir haiida, niako fa(‘OK, and othorwiso 
bo “ lively.” 

Tlio (loHttiinoH wore of two hoi’Ih : oiu' fantantio, aup- 
poHod i(j rojwoHtuifc th<' Kant, and tlio otla'i' a kind of 
miuclw ad ahfsvrdum of faMhionablo giirli, 'I'lio load- 
ing inaii wore a ” natty ” ouling-Huit, and idrutted 
with a lifctlo t^ano ; Iiih H(oolt-in-i’rad(^ wan a jaunty air, 
a kind of ))(jri»of.nal llouriab, and a winlt tliat Bug- 
gf'Htod tho ounning of a Halyr. 'riu< ItMiding lady 
<diang('d hov (joat nino mwtwal IhnoK in oa(d\ not ; but 
it invariably (!on(aino<l Iho olojuonlH of bare iii'niH and 
boHoin and bank, ami a akivt uhi(’b did not roach hor 
kneoH, and biight-<‘olourod nilk nlo(ddngH, ami KHpi)orH 
with Ih'oIh two inohoH liigli. Ui)on tbo least in'ovooa- 
tion slu! wtudd oxtM'uti' a littlo ]iivou(dite, wliioh would 
I'c'voal the roHt' of Imr logs, Hurroundod liy a inaKH of 
laco vuflb^a. It ia th(’ naturt' of llu' Innnan mind to 
Hook tbo ond (d Ibinga ; if Ibis woman liad worn a 
Hvdt of tighta and ludhing oIhis hIio would liavo boon 
as uniiitoroHUng hh an innbwwcar adv()r(iH(un()nt in a 
magu'/.iiio ; but tbin inocHHimt not-quiU'-ri'vealing of 
licrsclf oxorted a aubtlo fuHC'inalion. At frequent 
iutcrvalH tho orclu'Htra would Htart up a jerky Uttio 
tuno, and tin' two ” HtavH ” would begin to Ring in 
nasal voioos sonio worda expressivt' of }>aHaion ; thou 
tbo man would tako tho woman abotit llu' wiiist and 
danco and swing Imr abo\it and bond )mr ])a(5kward 
and ga./,o into hor oyoH—atitions all vaguely nuggostivo 
of tho rolatiunHliii) of hox. At tlie ('lul of the vorso a 
chorus would ooino gliding on, eltid in any Hort of 
cofltumo which admitted of colour and tlu' display of 
logs ; llio painted women of this eliorus wore never 
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still for an instant — if they were- not actually dancing, 
they wore wriggling their legs, and jerking their bodies 
from side to side, and nodding their heads, and in all 
other possible ways being “ lively.” 

But it was not the physical indecency of this show 
that struck Montague so much as its intellectual con- 
tent. The dialogue of the piece was what is called 
“ smart that is, it was full of a kind of innuendo 
which implied a secret understanding of evil between 
the actor and his audience — a sort of countersign which 
passed hotwoon them. After all, it would have been 
an error to say tliat tlioro wore no idetuj in the play — 
there was one idea upon which all the interest of it 
was based ; and Montague strove to analyze this idea 
and formulate it to himself. There are certain life 
prinoiples — one might call them moral axioms — \yhioh 
are the result of the oxporienco of countless ages of the 
human race, and upon the adherence to which the 
continuance of the race doponds.

But to tjonipbito your uiul<M‘nl.aii(liti/' of I, ho Higuifl- 
oaiioo of thitt i)lay, y<m iiuiat bring yoiirm!!!' to realize 
that It waa lujfc nun’oly a play, but a hind {)f a play ; it 

luui a iiamo — a “ jnuHieal ooint'dy ” the nu^aniug of 

wliluli nvory onn undorattuHl. Il.imdrodN of huoIi plays 
worn written and produood, and “dramatio oritios ” 
went to Wio them luid gravc'ly dineiiHsod Miein, and 
many tlioimandH of people made their livings ))y 
travelling over the eonntry and playing thinn ; stately 
thnatreH were built for tiumi, and liundredH of tluni- 
Hands of people jmid their jiioni'y <»very night to hoo 
them. And all Muh no joke and no nigld-man)— but 
a tiling that really existed. Men and women were 
doing thoHe tlunga aetiud lle.'di-and-blood liuman 
beingu. 

Montague wmidered, in an uwestriidom Horl- of way, 
wind, kind of human being it eoubi 1 h^ who luul 
floui'iHh(?d the eano and made the grimaeea in that 
play. Later on, when he eame know the “ Tend( 3 r- 
loin," lie met thin name mdor, and he found I, hat ho 
hud begun life im a little irmii “ nii(!k " who lived in 
a tenement, aiul whose mother stood at tlie head of

show manager, she gave him a Melting ft»r lying to her. 
Now luj Avas making thret» l.houHand (lollars a wetik— 
mor(' than the Bronidont of the Unit (id Kliiiten and liiB 
(Jabinet ; but he Avas not happy, as he eoidid(id to 
Montaguo, buoauso ho ilid not know how to risnd, and 
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this was a cause of perpetual humUiation. The secret 
desire of this little actor’s heart wtw to play Shako- 
spoaro ; ho had “ Hamlet ” road to him, and pondered 
how to act it — all the time that he was flourishing his 
little cane and making his grimaces ! Ho had chanced 
to bo on the stago when a fire had broken out, and five 
or six hundred victims of greed wore roasted to death.

ovt'vy ono oxolaiim-tl witli dtiliglit, and ho Ht'ggin’s 
ropntatioii an an autUtu'ity n)»m tlri'MH wan made fnv 
ovt'r. Now ho waH Mm. tit' ( linlTt'iiritHl’H right-liand 
man, and thoy nuult' uj> tht'ir pntnkM iogothov. Onoo 
tlioy hud walkod down (hi' atn'ot in Nowpovt witli a 
hig rag doll l»otw(!(»n thorn. AjuI Kt'ggio lia,d given a 
dinnor at wldoh tlu' giii'at of honour had hot'ii a monkey 
—.Huroly Montiiguo had hoartl of that, for it luid boon 
tho HonMatiou of tho aimHOii. It wan roally tlu' funniest 
thing iniaginabh' ; tho inonkoy wort' a Huit of hrond- 
oloth witli (5ollai* ami milTa, and ho nhook liandK witli 
all tho giK'HtH, and holiavod hinmolf I'xaotly Uko a 
goutloman- oxtiopt tluvt ho di<l not gi't drunk. 

And thou Mm. Vivio pointt>d out (ho grt'at Mrs. 
Ilidgloy-Oliovodon, wlio waa sitting with ono of hor 
favouritoB, a gravo, hluok-lmanlod gonlhunuu who 
had loapod into famo by iuhorifcing fifty million dollars. 
"Mrs. Il.-O.” had tak<m lilm uii, and ordorod his 
ongagomonb book for him, and bo Avan solomnly 
playing tho part of a social light. Ho had purolmsod 
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an old New York mansion, upon the decoration of 
which tliroo million dollars had been spent ; and wlien 
he came down to business from. Tuxedo, his private 
train waited all day for him with steam up. Mrs.

And on tho 
other hand, when poojdo thought you ne(>ded thorn, 
tho Mnio you had to got tlium to (uuni' ! “ J'’anny,” 

aaid Mvh. Kobhio, “olToring to give a dinner to an 
IDngliHh (unmtoHH, aiul having her try (o oharge you 
for doming !”

Amid tills oxipiisito aHseiublago at St. Oee.ilia’s, the 
revolutionary do(»trino« of the Ohristian vcOigion pro- 
duced neither perjdexity nor alarm. 'I’he ehaneo in- 
vestigator might have listemul in dismay to solemn 
projiounueinentH of everlasting damnalhin, to stale- 
monta about rich men and tlu3 ey<^s of iie(ull<‘H, and the 
lilies of the Hold wlihh did not spin. Ihit tlio eongrc'ga- 
tioii of St. Ceeilia’s understood that tlu'sij Ihings worn 
to be taken in a qui.xotie sense ; sharing the view of Iho 
Froneh marquis that the Almighty would thinJc twieo 
before damning a gentleman like him. 

One had lieard lIutKo phrases (iver sineo (diildliood, 
and one aeee.pted them as a ma.tt(W of (smrse. After 
all, these doctrines liad (?om<^ from thn !i]m (tf a divine 
being, wliom it would ho X'>'^'^"iiqd>uoMs in a mere 
mortal to attemjit to imitate. Suoli ixsntsone eonld Imt 
leave to those wJioso business it was to iiiteipn't (rlimn 
—the do(!fcors and dignitaries of tlni (ihureh ; and wiieii 

one met tliem, one’s lieart was set at rest for tfiey 

wore not icsonoelastH and alitrmists, Imt giuitiemen (tf 
culture and tact, Thci liishoxi wlio jiresided in (his 
metropolitan distviet was a stately personage, who 
moved in tlie best Society and belonged to the numt 
exclusive clubs. 

The pews in St. Cecilia’s were rented, and (ht'y wm-e 
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always in groat domaml ; it was ciiio of tlio customs of 
tlioso wJio iuing uium tlio fringo of Society to come 
ovory Sunday, and how and smilo. and iiopo against 
hope for Boino ohaiico op(!ning. ^riio straiigor who 
caiuo was depondont, upon liospitality ; but tljcrc wore 
soft-footed and tactful ushers, wlio would find ono a 
Boat, if one wore a prosiuitablo person.

There was a dereo oontrovcirHy about tliosc^ things itj dm 
ohiu’oh, and libraih'S of ]>amphlotH worn written, and 
intrigues and BO(hal wars worn fought ovm* tliem. 

But Montague and Ali<so did not athind this servitu*

Hnro, 
also waH tlu^ oHtatc^ of tho tobac.oo king, uiani wluoJi 
thro'o million dollavH liad Imon np»nt Imforo tho plann 
of tho maiiHion liad <won l»u)U dniwii ; thoro wovo 
artificial lak<ui and atrcuuim, anti fiuitaHtu? bridgca and 
statuary, and hcoitm of Utila modol plaiifcatioiw and 
cstatoa, according to fclm whim of. the owiuir.

model drivcwayit; many car-Ioadu (>f raro vlautu luuj 
boon imported for itn gardoim, and it took hix liuiidrcd 
men to k(!Oi) it in ord<M-. wuh a golf ooui-ho, a 

little miniature Alpa, uiinn wliieli tlm rudmut man m 
the world ])urHUcd hm loat hoaltli, with armed guanln 
and (letectivert patrolling the nhum all day, and a towiu’ 
with a Hoareh-liglit, wlierohy at night ho mnild flood 
the groundu with light by in-eHning a Initton. 

In one of tlioHo plae.oH lived the Indr of tlie great 
houBO of Dt'von. Hie <nmHin ilwolt in lOuvopo, Hiiying 
that Ain(U'i(»a waH not a fit phwu* for a ge.ntlomaii 
to live in. Eaeli of Mmm owned a Imndival mil urn 
dollai'H’ worth of N<nv Y<jrk ntal «'Htato, ami drew their 
tribute of rente from tho U)il of the Hwarming imlhonB 
of tho oity. And alwayn, aemmliug to the pidicy of 
tho family, they heught now real ratato. They wm’O 
direetorn of the grtiaf- railroadn tributary t(» the city, 
and in touoli with the pelitioal maehiiien. and m every 
other way in pOHitioii to know what wau under way . 
if a now Hubway worti built to Hot the Hwarinlng milhonn 
free, the millionH wouhl find tho land ail taken up, 
and apartmont-houHOH newly built for thom—aiul the 
Dovonw wore the ownern. Tlioy had a Hoore of the city h 
greatest lu)telH - -and hIho slum tenomontH. and brotlmis 
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and (livdH in fcho Touflorloin. Thoy did not ovun have 
to know wliat, tlioy ownod ; t-hoy did not, Jiavo to know 
auytliiiig, or do anytlung—tluy lived in thoir palacos 
at liomo or al)i'oad,. and in thoir ofluavs in the city tlio 
groat I'ont'gaihoritig nmoliino ground on, 

Kldridgc) Bovou’h oociipation waa i)laying witli iiig 
ooiinti'y-i)la<!o and his aiifcoinobilfiM. Ho had rooontly 
Hold ail liiH liorsoH, and tiii-nod his stables into a garage 
oquippod with a sooi-o or so of oai's ; Im was always 
getting a now ono, and (lisciiHsing its merits. As to 
bliulaon Oliff, tho estato, ho had oonetsvod the brilliant 
id(>a of establishing a gonthninin’s couqtrv-plaoe

olectric lights. At Mra. Oarolim* Sinytho’H. Montaiguo 
was introduoed to a pale and aiueinie-looking youth ol 
thirteen, who dined in solemn state alone when the 
rest of the family was away, and insisted upon having 
all tlie footmen in attendaneo ; and his unfortunato 
aunt brouglit a storm about lior ears by forbidding tlie 
butler to take ehanipague upstairs into the nursery 
before luneh. 

A little remark stayed in Montague s mind as ex- 
pressing the attitude of Society toward suoh nmttm'H. 
Major Venable )iad oliaiieed to remark jestingly that 
children were ooming to undm'staml so mueli nowadays 
that it was neeiiHsavy for the ladies to be earotul. 
To which Mrs. Vivie Hatton answered, with a sudden 
aucoBH of sm-iousnosH : “ I don’t Imow— do you luul 
that -ohildvon have any morals ? Miueliavont.

Montague laboured to 
follow tho Hjioalu'r’H idoas, until he found Ida mind in 
a whirl and gave it uii, Aftorwar<l, when ho thought 
it ovor, ho lauglied at hitUHolf ; tor Stvatlmona'a ideaa 
wore not atiriouH tilings, having rolatiouBhip to trutli-- 
they wore opigranm l)ut togethor to daw/de tho hoaror, 
studiow in paradox, with as mneh relation to life aa 
firoworlta. ITe toolc the sum-total of tho moral ox- 
porionco of the human I'aee, and turned it upside down 
and jumbled it about, and ustul it as bits of glass' in 
a kaloidoseope. And the heavors would gasp, and 
whisper, ” Diabolieal 1” 

Tho motto of this ” sohool ” of poets was that thoro 
was noithev good mir evil, but tliat all things wore 
” intoresting.” After listening to ^jtrathoona for half 
an hour, one felt like hiding his head, and denying 
that he had ever thought of having any virtue ; in 
a world where all things wore unoortain, it was pre- 
sum])tiu)UB oven to pretend to know what virtue was. 
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Oiiii (inuld only bo wimt ouo wan ; jiiid did not that 
mmn that ono mimt do uh oho ploancMl ? 

You (jould f(!ol a Hliinldor rim through tho company 
at ]iin aiidiuiity. And tlui wornt of it wtw that you 
could not dimniHH it with a laugh ; for the boy was 
really a ])(M»t— he had lire and i)aHHion, the gift of 
melndiouH ecHtacy. Ho was only twtuity, and in liia 
brief m(st(!or flight ho had run tlu^ gaimit of all ox- 
perleiiee ; he had faniiliari'/.ed hiniN(^lf with all human 
aehieveniont puHt, iiroHtMit, and future. Thoro was 
JHjthing any one eoidd niention that he diti not perfootly 
(iomprehend : the rapturoH of the HaintH, the conso- 
e.ratitm of the martyra yea, jie had kuewn thom;

Then Stratluiona diaoumaul liUwatuvo. llo paid hm

Ho 
did not notion that tho ImyH in tho waHh-roomH and 
ooHt-roomu ooidd not H))oak a woiH of ICngliKli ; lio oould 
not know that thoy worn Hoavolual ovory niglit, and had 
oyiu’ything takon from thorn, and tliat tho Gi’ook who 
nnul thorn liad paid fiftimn thounand dollarH a yoar to 
tJio hotol for tho privilogo. 

8o far iuid tho Hpooialixation in ovil proooodod that 
tJioro worn idaooB of proHtItution wiiioli did a toloiihono- 
bUHinoHH oxoIuHivoly, and would Bond a woman in a 
oab to any uddroHo ; and thoro worn liigh-olaHB aBsigna- 
tion-honHOH, whioh furiiiHhod oxiiuiBito apartmonta and 
tho HorviooB of iiMtidH and valotH. And in thin world 
of vioo tho modorn dootriiio of t)io oqiiality of tho boxos 
woa fully rooogiii/.o<l ; thoro worn gamhlingdiouHos and 
pool-roomHandopium7joint8 for womon, anddrinktng- 
plttooB wliioh oatorod impooinlly for thorn. .In tho 
oranp room ” of ono of tlio big hotolH, you might 
BOO rloh womon of ovory rank and tyim, fingoring tho 
ciainty loatlior-bouud and gold-omboHHod wiuo oarde.

In thin Hootliing eiildron of graft thorn wore many 
strange ways of making money, aiul many strang(5 ami 
inorodihle typoH of Iminan heings to Im mot. Oimu 
in “ Hfsnoty,” Montague IwmI pointod out to him a 
woman wlm had hism a “ tattooed lady ” in a (ureus ; 
there was anotluu' who Imd luam a confedcu’ato ot 
camblorH u])on tlui oeeau Btoamshlim, and another wlm 
had washed dislies in a mining-oamp. There was f>ne 
of thoHo great liotels whoso proprietor liad boon a suo- 
ooBsfnl l)urglar ; and a dopartnumt-storo wliose owner 
had begun lif(^ as a “ femm." In any evowd of these 
rovellei'H you might Imve suoli strange oroattu'cs pointed 
out to you ; a multimillionaire wlio sold rotten jam to 
tho people ; anotluu' who had invimted opium soothing- 
ayi’Up for balnc's ; a eonvivial old gentleman \yh(> dm- 
buvsod tho " yellow dog fund ” of several railroads ; 
a handsomo oiiaun'our who had run away with an 
hoirosH. OiKio a great soiontist had inyonted a new 
kind of underwear, and had endeavoured to make it a 
gift to humanity ; and hero was a man who had boiko 
m>on it and made millions out of it ! Here was a 
“ trance medium," who luul got a fortune out of an 
imboeilo old manufaqturer ; hero was a p*eat news- 
pajicr proprietor, wlu) published advoi-tisomonts of 
assignations at a dollar a lino ; hero was a oig 
manufaoturer, whose smug faoo upon every bi - 
board..™he had begun as a tin manufaoturer and o 
avoid tho doty, ho had had hia raw matonal cast n 
the form of statues, and brought them m as woiks 

” And toniblo and vilo as wore tho aonrooB from whioli 
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tho fortunoH had boon dorivod, they woro no vilor nor 
more toriiblo tlian tlio piii'i)080K for wliioli they had boon 
flpeut. Mi-b. Vi vie Patton !iad Iiinted to iWontague of 
a “ Dfloainoron Club," wIioho inenihevH gatliorod in 
oaoli otlxerH’ honum ami vied in the telling of obBoono 
BtorioB : LStrathcona liad told him about anotlior set 
of oxquiHitn ladioH and gontlonien wlio gav(* elaborate 
ontei'tainmontB, in which they rh-oRHed in tho oostumes 
of bygone ])oriodH, and imitatiid famouH oharaotora in 
luBtovy, and tlio viooH and orgioH of oourtH and oamps. 
Ono hoard of " Cleopatra nigiita " on board of yaolits 
at Newport. There wan a certain Wall Street 
" plunger," wlio Imd begun life aa a mining man in tho 
West ; and when hie euBtomerH eamo in town, ho 
would hire a trolley-ear, and talce a load of champagne 
and half a dozen proHtitutcB, and Hi>end the niglit oaroor- 
ing about tho (iountry. 'I'Iuh man was now (piarterocl 
in ono of tile great hotolH in New York ; and in hifj 
apartmoMtB he would have prize liglitH and ohiokon 
fights ; and hloodtiuraty oxlnbitionH called “ purring 
matohoR," in Avhioh men tried to bark each other’s 
shins ; or porivaps a "battle royal," with a diamond 
scarf-pin dangling from tlie ooiling, and half a dozen 
nogrooH in a froo-for-all fight for tlu» prizo. 

No picture of tho ways of tho Metropolis would bo 
complete wliioh did not force upon the reluotant reader 
some realization of the extent to which now and 
hideous inoitomonts to vice wore spreading. To say 
tliat among tho leisured elaHsoH such practices wore 
raging like a postilcnoo would bo no exaggeration. 
Ton years ago they woro regarded witJi aversion by 
ovon the professionally vioious ; but now tho oom- 
monost prostitute aoooptod them as part of her fate. 
And thoro was no height to wliioh they liad not voaolied 
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— miniHtoi'H of Btiito \v(n’(^ onalavofl by Uiom ; groat 
fortnnc'H M\d |)ublio (W(M\tH won*, controlled by them. 
In Waaiiington Ivtul been an ambttHsador whoHc 

natural daiiglitor taught thorn in tho houflOH of the 
groat, until tho Hoaiuial ftu'ccul tho minifltor’fl recall. 
Some of tlu'Ht' |)vaoti(i(m wor<» tori‘il)lo in their olTootR,
